upon at a meeting of the minister­ 
ial association in the Peoples Na­ 
tional bank this morning. 
Rush county 
is still gaining on 
other Indiana counties in the sev­ 
enth district federal reserve bank 
district in the per cent of Liberty 
Loan Bonds sold. 
The last report from the district 
headquarters at Chicago, received 
last Thursday , disclosed Ijjtus'h coun­ 
ty is seventh placp among the coun­ 
ties of the state, but the report this 
morning rank s 
this 
county 
sixth 
and a close contender with Shelby 
county for fifth place. If the coun­ 
ty k eeps up its gains—because she 
» was in tenth position 
less than a 
4veek ago—she will be up in second 
or third position on the nex t report. 
The report received today covers 
all subscriptions received up to the 
close of business last Tuesday ev­ 
ening.

does not include the day of Rusb 
county ’s drive so that the nex t re­ 
port may be

much larger gain than any y et and 
will lik ely put Rash county nearer 
the front than ever. 
Today ’s report gives Rush coun­ 
ty ’s number of bond subscriptions 
as one hundred and twenty and the 
par value of them as $79,850. This

heart of every true son of America

elapsed since this country entered 
the lists against the central powers 
of Europe, scarcely 
a public ofti- 
cial has escaped this criticism.

6. Store the selected com in a 
dry, well ventilated 
place 
and ar­ 
range it so as to insure a free c*r" 
eolation of air around each ear. 
7. Natural drying is usually best, 
but artificial heat must be used if 
these is danger of exposure to frost 
before natural

place. 
8. The gerins of sappy com will 
be injured by frost. 
Dry com will 
stand any amount of cold weather 
if kept in a dry place. 
9. Remember that “Whatsoever a 
man soweth,

kind of com you plant. 
10. Remember that you can’t tell 
what kind of a stalk the fine ear you 
must pick from the crib grew on.
